Brook.  "In  the  thick  dust  we 
groped  around.  We  found  a  crawling 
man  and  assisted  him  to  the  bottom 
of  the  pit.  Then  we  returned  to  the 
danger  area.  Although  gas  made 
breathing  difficult,  we  reached  s 
number  of  others  and  dragged  one, 
who  was  severely  injured,  to  safety 
on  a  piece  of  matting." 

Later  fifteen  of  the  bodies  were 
brought  to  the  surface.  The  rescue 
party,  after  a  long  struggle,  went 
home  to  rest.

His  remark  was  vigorously  applauded 
by  an  audience  of  1,200  persons. 

"Oreat  Britain  la  again'  keeping  though  It  may  be  to  her  hindrance 
her  bond  and  she  la  going  to  stick  But,"  today,    the    British  Empire 

stands  naked  arid  defenceless  before 


the  world  because  she  has  kept  her 
word— and  thaflk  Ood  for  It. "  the 
speaker  continued. 

WORLD  AFFAIRS 

Further  In*  hi*  address,  Mr. 
Springett  declared  that  the  Ethi- 
opian-Italian dispute  was  only  an  in- 
cident beginning  a  series  that  must 
culminate,  with  other  incidents,  in 
the  great  day  of  Ood  Almighty. 
"The  anU-Ood  nations  will  come 
down  into  the  land  Mussolini  is 
trying  to  establish  a  general  head- 
quarters In  Africa  with  the  ultimate 
purpose  of  getting  Into  Egypt* and 
Mesopotamia  and  the  Holy  Land  as 
the  goal,"  he  maintained. 

Mr.  Springett  declared  the  na- 
tions aligned  against  Great  Britain, 
with  the  possession  of  PalesUne.

Others,  however,  worled  at  a  slower  pace  and  with 
ever -Increasing  Intervals  of  rest  and  relaxation. 
Some  of  the  latter.  Indeed,  contracted  the  habit 
of  devoting  their  leisure  to  private  work  of  no 
value  to  the  community,  at  the  same  time  living 
well  off  the  efforts  of  the  faithful.  Of  course  it 
was  contrary  to  sound  doctrine  to  attempt  any- 
thing like  compulsion,  arid  there  was  no  authority 
anywhere.  The  experiment  thus  furnished  an- 
other Illustration  of  the  fact  that  the  scientific 
backbone  of  social,  psychology  Is  the  problem  of 
authority.  However,  after  three  years  the  colony 
was  bankrupt.  Communism  was  abandoned  and 
the  land  was  divided  up  Into  small  holdings. 

A  brief  description  of  the  colony  as  It  now 
exists  Is  given  In  the  current  issue  Of  The  London 
Spectator.  It  appears  that  the  people  are  housed 
in  about  fifty  bungalows,  arranged  an  a  highly- 
|  unsymmetrlcal  plan.  There  are  some  handicrafts

POLITICAL  PROPAGANDA 


Apparently  the  radio  as  a  disseminator  of 
political  propaganda  is  not  a  success.  It  reaches 
only  a  small  percentage  of  the  people,  that  is  to 
say,  there  is  only  such  a  percentage  that  will 
listen  to  political  speeches  over  the  air.  It  still 
remains  the  privilege  of  the  newspapers  to  edu- 
cate the  people  on  the  political  issue*  of  the  day, 
either  through  the  medium  of  reporting  political 
speeches  or  in  other  ways.  In  Ontario  a  small 
test  has  been  made  to  find  out  how  many  listeners 
there  are  to  political  utterances.  It  was  found 
that  on  the  occasion  or  Mr.  Mackenzie  Kings 
third  radio  talk,  out  of  188  persons  who  were 
canvassed  84  were  absent  from  home,  8  had  no 

radios  In  use. 


The  first  act  of  the  new  Social  Credit  Govern- 
ment In  Alberta  Is  to  secure  cash  ''by  borrowing, 
when  it  had  been  thought  that  all  the  financial 
Ills  of  that  Province  could  be  solved  by  the  mere 
process  of  Issuing  scrip.  Apparently,  however,  the 
only  way  in  which  the  credit  of  Alberta  can,  be 
maintained  is  by  the  provision  of  cash  at  the 
expense  of  the  other  Provinces  of  the  Dominion.

The  Western  Provinces,  for  some  years  past, 
have  maintained  their  credit  and  have  been 
enabled  to  carry  on  by  the  grace  of  the  Federal 
Government.  They  have  had  a  fairy  godmother 
who  has  provided  for  trieir  wants,  who  has  filled 
up  some  at  least  of  the  deficiencies  occasioned 
by  their  spendthrift  zeal.  They  have  done-  little 
or  nothing  themselves  to  re-establish  their 
finances,  and  now  Mr.  Aberhart.  the  apostle  of 
a  new  economy,  finds  that  he  cannot  carry  on 
without  cash,  and  that  Alberta  has  not  that^cash.

Prom  the  very  earliest  times  it  has  been  a 
matter  of  common  remark  that  It  is  easier  and 
pleasanter  to  idealize,  speculate,  devise  theories, 
and  dogmatize  about  life  than  to  live  up  to  these 
ideals  In  actual  practice.  Also  the  poet  has  said 
that  the  best  laid  schemes  of  mice  and  men  gang 
aft  a-gley,  and  the  man  of  affairs  speaks  with 
fine  scorn  of  those  futile  fancies  that  philosophers 
sometimes  weave  In  the  secrecy  of  their  cloisters. 

Aboutrforty  years  ago.  In  certain  circles,  there 
was  a  good  deal  of  talk  about  Tolstoi.  It  Is  a 
debatable  question  as  to  whether  at  that  period 
the  theories  of  Tolstoi  or  those  of  Karl  Marx 
were  the  more  popular  subject  erf  discussion. 
Certainly  those  theories  frequently  disturbed  the 
current  of  rational  conversation  and  eclipsed  the 
natural  gaiety  of  social  Intercourse,  much  In  the 
manner  of  the  aberrant  politics  and  queer  eco- 
nomics of  today. 

A  party  of  Idealists  living  in  London  in  the 
later  years  of  the  last  century  became  enamored 
of  the  principles  of  Tolstoi.  Not  content  with 
establishing  a  "brotherhood  church "  where  they 
could  converse  freely  with,  and  if  possible  con- 
vert, their  fellow-men.  they  resolved  to  show 
their  faith  by  their  works  and  put  their  theories 
to  the  acid  test  of  a  practical  trial.  The  modern 
Socialist  in  our  country,  the  parlor  Socialist  In 
particular,  really  has  no  stomach  for  this  sort  of 
thing.  He  shrinks  away  from  the  practical  con- 
sequences of  his  theories.  He  preaches  produc- 
tion for  use.  but  practises  production  for  profit. 
He  is  all  for  the  brotherhood  of  man  as  long  as 
it  does  not  Interfere  with  the  propaganda  of  the 
class  war.  He  denounces  interest  and  curses  the 
usurer,  but  pays  life  Insurance  premiums  to  a 
company  which  would  perish  miserably  in  bank- 
ruptcy If  it  were  not  for  its  Investments  upon  an  i  ^Ka*n'e" 
interest  basis.  The  London  Idealists  were  not  of 
thla  type.  They  really  wanted  to  show  that  their 
faith  was  a  real  and  vital  one. 

Accordingly  they  chose  for  their  field  of  opera- 
tions a  beautiful  site  In  the  Cotswold  Hills,  not 
far  from  the  source  of  the  Thames,  and  close  to 
a  town  of  ten  thousand  people,  famous  as  the 
centre  of  the  West  of  England  broadcloth  manu- 
facturers. A  legal  difficulty  arose  at  the  start. 
These  good  men  did  not  belelve  In  owning  private 
property.  Private  property  was.  in  their  opinion, 
wrong  and  wicked  and  sinful.  How,  then,  were 
they  to  get  legal  possession  of  the  land  that  they 
had  selected?  After  several  schemes  had  been 
suggested  and  rejected,  three  men  heroically 
volunteered  to  suppress  their  moral  principles 
for  the  moment  and  do  the  wicked  act  of  allowing 
their  names  to  appear  in  the  legal  documents;  Maximum 
but  only  on  the  condition  that  when  the  neces-  Minimum 
sary  formalities  were  completed  the  deeds  should  A.v'""* 
be^ommitted  to  the  flames  of  a  bonfire,  and  this  Mlnlm^t 
was  done.

Without  firing  a  shot  or  killing  a 
person.  Ethiopia's  position  would  be 
enhanced  In  negotiations  for  peace 
in  the  final  settlement  at  an  Inter- 
national peace  conference.  To  tol- 
lerate  the  presence  of  an  invading 
army  and  surrender  all  authority 
in  one's  native  land  would  be  very 
hard  and  difficult  to  endure  peace- 
fully, but  It  could  not  become  any- 
more cruel  than  it  would  be  if  de- 
feated in  war. 

Passivi  resistance  would  force 
the  Italian  army  to  be  on  Us  best 
behaviour  towards  all  sections  of 
the  population.  Ethiopia  would 
not  be  a  defeated  nation.  There 
would  be  no  great  slaughter  of  her 
people,  and  It  would  turn  the 
tables  against  Mussolini  and  Italy

That  a  motor  less  airplane  i>hould 
fly  333  miles  without  landing,  stay 
aloft  for  thlrty-slx  hours  or  soar  to 
over  14.000  fret  Is  almost  Incon- 
ceivable. Such  feats  are  possible 
for  two  principal  reasons  efficient 


aerodynamic   design   of    the  sail 
planes,  as  these  soaring  gliders  are 
known,  and  suitable  weather  and 
terrain  conditions  which  are  found 
at  but  few  spots  in  the  world. 

Altitude  flights  are  made  in  the 
face  of  what  is  normally  consid- 
ered dangerous  flying  weather- 
thunderstorms.  The  billowy  thun- 
derhead  Is  caused  by  the  ascension 
of  warm  moist  air-  reaching  cool 
upper  spaces  where  the  moisture  la 
condensed  into  mist.  These  surg- 
ing, rapidly  rising  air  currents,  al- 
though treacherous  to  the 
sailplane,  are  the  happy  hunting 


ground*  for  the  sailplane  pilot  look- 
ing for  altitude. 

Duration  and  distance  records  de- 
pend mostly  on  the  terrain  and  pre- 
vailing winds  which  blow  up  hill- 
sides.'-thus  producing  air  currents 
whK'h  rise  more  rapidly  than  the 
sinking  speed  of  the  highly  efficient | 
sailplanes.  So  long  as  the  favor-! 
able  wind  blows,  the  glider  may  re- 
main aloft  by  manoeuvring  In  the 
rising  medium  On  distance  flights, 
the  sailplane  Is  launched  Into  these 
rising  currents  and  gains  altitude 
until  a  hop  can  be  made  to  thej 
"nearest  rising  thermal  current 
which  Is  indicated  by  the  little  flat- 
bottOUd  puffy  clouds  which  dot 
the  sky  on  warm  sultry  days.  Here 
(the  distance  sailer  rides  the  aerial 
elevator  until  he  has  height  suffi- 
to  permit  a  hop  to  the  next 
thermal,  and  so  on.
